This folder contains correspondence and agreements relating to the business 
of Bergmann & Company, New York City. This company was formed in 1881 when 
Edison and Edward H. Johnson entered into partnership with Sigmund Bergmann, a 
manufacturer of electrical equipment. The company produced electric lighting 
fixtures, sockets, and other devices used with the Edison system of electric 
lighting. Included is a draft agreement between Edison, Bergmann, and Johnson. 


Approximately 70 percent of the documents have been filmed. Routine 
correspondence relating to the placement and shipping of orders has not been 
filmed. 
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1881. Deafness (D-81-002) 


Following the appearance in early 1878 of articles about the phonograph, 
which drew attention to his own deafness, Edison began receiving inquiries about 
his proposed invention of a hearing aid. (See Thomas A. Edison Papers Microfilm 
Edition, Part I, 1523-166.) This folder contains correspondence inquiring about the 
current state of the invention. 


Approximately 20 percent of the documents have been filmed. These items 
received significant replies or were written by individuals associated with Edison.

In 1860 I had occasion to have constructed at the expense of 
the Gabinet of ‘technological Physics of the University of Pisa a 
small model of an electro-magnetic machine devised by me, and 
which I now intend to deseribe with the special object of invit- 
ing attention to a particular sort of electro-magnet employed in 
its construction, which, besides being a novelty, seems to me 
adapted to afford more regularity and constancy of action in such 
electro-mapnetic maehines at the same time that its form appears 
to me convenient for collecting the sum of the induced currents 
in an electro-megnetic machine. 

In the ordinary electro-magnets, even when fitted with & 
commutator, the magnetic poles usually appear in the same positions, 
whilst by using the commutator which is joined to the eleectro-m 


Magnet which I am about to describe, the poles are moveable in 


the iron subjected to magnetization. 
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The form of the iron in such an electro-magnet is that of a 
circular ring. In order to conceive the motion and mode of act~ 
ion of the magnetizing current, let us suppose that round our 
iron ring is » wound a copper wire covered with silk, and when 
the first spiral is complete, that instead of continuing the 
Spiral upon the wire already wound, the wire is closed by solder- 
ing the two ends together, thus covering the iron with a closed 
insulated spiral with a single direction. 


Now if we establish communication between the two poles of a 





battery, and two points, at some distance from each other, in the 
wire of this spiral, the current bifurcates and runs along the 
wire in opposite directions from the point of communication, and 
the directions which it assumes are such that the iron when mag~ 
netized has its poles where the electrodes join the spiral. 

The right line netwaen these poles may be regarded as 
the magnetic axis, which may, by changing the points where con~ 
nection is made with the battery, be made to assume any position 
transverse to the figure or circle of iron of the electro-magnet, 
which I would here call transversal electro-mapnet. The We 
portions of the magnet on either side of the right line (in our 
Machine it is the diameter) between the points of comiunication” 
with ‘the electrodes from the battery may he considered as two 
electro-magnets placed opposite each en with the same poles 


face to face. 








To construct upon this principle the electro-magnet with 


which I have mounted the electro~magnetic machine, I took a ring 
of iron, turned (in the lathe,) having, like a cog-wheel sixteen 
equal teeth, as outlined in fig. la of the plate. “this ring is 
sustained by four spokes of brass aaaa(fig.4) which unite it to 
the axle of the machine. Upon the teeth of this iron wheel are 
small triangular prisms m (fig. le 4) of wood and in the inter-+ 
vals between them is wound the insulated wire thus making so many 


Spirals or electro-dynamic coils well insulated. In all these 





coils some of which are lettered r (fig. 3,4) the wire is wound 
in the same direction and in each of them makes nine rounds. 

Any two conseentive cnils, for instance rr are separated by 
the iron tooth of the wheel and the piece or triangular prism of 
wood mm (fig. 1,3,4,) In passing from one coil (or reel) to 
the construetion of the next I left a length of the wire free 
attaching it to the piece of wood mm, which separates the two 
coils.

of the wood. In the figure 6 of the commutator the pieces of 
brass are indicated by the shaded spaces.

a conductor of which one of the brass pieces of the commutator

would have inconveniently concealed the coils and teeth of the 
wheel. The machine acts even when the current passes only through 
the circular electro-magnet, but has much less strength than when 
the current passes through the forked electro-magnet. 

I made some experiments, taking into medeine the mechanical 
work which the machine produced, and of the corresponding consump- 
tion of the pile. 

In these experiments the following method was observed. 

The spindle of the electro-magnetic machine bore a reel or 
small drum ¢ aq, (rig. 3) around which was * thrown an (endless) 
cord which was also stretched round a wheel of considerable size, 
compelling the latter to revolve when the electro-magnetic machine 
was in motion. The axle of this wheel was horizontal, and round 
it was wound a cord which raised a weight. At. one extremity of 
the horizontal axle of the windlass was a break the pressure of 
which was so adjusted that the weight to be raised was sufficient 
to put the whole apparatus including the electro~magnetic machine, 
without the current, in a state proximate to that of motion, owing 
to this arrangement when the machine acts, the mechanical work 
expended in overcoming friction is equal to that employed in 
raising the wie weight, and to obtain the total labor performed 
by the electro-magnetic machine, it was only necessary to double 


that obtained by multiplying the weight attached by the distance 


it was raised. 








Having thus estimated the mechanical work effected, in order 
to ascertain the amount of consumption required by the pile per 
forming such work, a cupric Sulphate voltameter was ineluded in 
the circuit of the current, the copper plates being weighed before 
and after the experiment. 

I will pive the figures obtained in One of these trials with 
the transversal~electro-magnet machine. This thachine which had 
a wheel dt Genttinetverd diameter was moved by a Bunsen Battery 
consisting © of four small elements, and raised a weipht of 
3% 2812 a distance of 8.66, the friction being subtracted: 

‘thus mechanical work was done to the amount of gain 415. 

The positive copper of the voltameter a lost J, 224 weignt, 
the negative gained 9”% 235, so that the mean chemical work in the 
voltameter may be regarded as 77; 229, This number multiplied py 
the proportion of the Saiigstant f of the zine to that of the 
copper, and by the number of elements in the battery gives F 951 
as the weight of the zine sensuied: Hence in order to produce a 
kilogram—metre of mechanical work 33 milligrams of zine were con~ 
sumed by the battery. In another trial conducted with 5 elements 
the consumptioh-was 36 milligrams for every kilogram, These re~ 
sults if they do not prove the new model notably superior in form 


to other electro-magnetic machines, still do not seem to me bad, 


when I reflect when it has faults of construction which are not 


found in other machines of the same kind. One of these defects 














which should be noted is that the commutator is formed of brass 
and is not well centred on the axle so that the contacts are not 
always sufficiently comPlete, I was induced to construct the 
electro-magnetic machine upon the system deseribed by the follow- 
ing pawioae: Ist, In the arrangement adopted the current never ec 
ceases to criculate in the coils, and the machine is not kept in 
motion by a series of impulses succeeding each other more or less 
rapidly, but by a couple of forces acting continuwyly. and, the 
circular construction of the rotating Magnet contributes together 
with the preceding mode of successive (successive) Magnetization 
to give regularity of movement, a minimum loss of actual power in 
shocks or in frietion. 8rd, In this it is not Sought to effect 
instantaneous magnetization and demagnetization of the iron of the 
electro-magnets, a course to which obstackes ere offered by the 
extra-currents and the compulsive force of which the iron can nev~ 
er be completely divested; but what is sought is only, that, 
every portion of the iiron of the transversal electro-mapnet sub~ 
jected to the suitable electro~dynamie forces should pass succes- 
Sively through the various degrees of magnetization. 4th, And the 
extended armatures of the fixed electro-magnet continue tnpeir act~ 
ion upon a considerable number of the teeth of the Magnetic wheel 
and do not cease to. act while any Magnetism remains in them, 

5th, While the number of the Sparks is increased their daeepe 


sity is much diminished, since there are no strong extra~currents 


due to the rupture of the circuit which is able to remain constant 
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ly closed, and while the Machine is in action only an induced 
current continues flowing in a direction opposite to that of the 
current from the battery. The value of the form here described 
May, aS appears to me, be inereased by the facility it affords of 
transforming the machine from an electro-magnetic into a magneto~ 
electric machine with continuous current. If instead of the elec 
tro-magnet AB (fig.3,4) there were substituted a permanent Magnet, 
and if the transversal electro-magnet were made to rotate, we 
should have, in fact, a Magneto~eleetric machine which would give 
a continuous induced current constant in direction. In order to 
find the most suitable position for the contact-makers upon the 
commutator where the induced current is received, we observe that 
by the influence exerted upon the moveable electro-magnet the op- 
posite poles assume their positions att the extremities of a dia- 
meter and before the poles of the fixed magnet. THese poles NS 
maintain a permanent position even when the transversal electro~ 
Magnet rotates upon its axle, hence with respect to the magnetism, 
and consequently also to the induced currents, we may consider 

(or suppose) the coils of copper wire wound round the circular 
Magnet as revolving and the magnet itself as stationary. 

To investigate the induced currents which are developed upon 
these coils let us examine one of them in the various positions it 
can assume. From the pole N (fig.2) in the direction of the 
poie S: here is developed which flows tin one direction until it

Then proceeding from S towards N the curicnts maintain the 
same direction they followed between a and S, until they reach 
the m@an point b, from b onward the direction is again inverted, 
and is the same as that from N to a Now as all the coils com- 
municate with each other, the electro~motive forees acting in a 
given direetion will be cumulative and will give to the total ecur-— 
rent the disposition (disposizione) shown byt the arrows in 
figure 2, and in order to collect it the most convenient positions 
for the contyact makers will be a, b, that is the contfact~ 
makers on the commutator are placed at right. angles to the line 
of magnetism, ( teen Magnetic axis) of the electro-magnet. 

The induced # current varies its direction changing the di- 
rectfon of rotatton, and as to the commutator, when the contKact— 
makers are in the diameter which corresponds with the line of 
Magnetism, although the electro-magnet may he rotating, they do 
not coliect any current. From this position by placing them 
above one side a direct current is obtained contrary in direction 
to that which would be obtained by placing them upon the other. 

In-order to develop an induced current from the machine thus 
comtructed, I placed the two opposite poles of two permanent 
Magnets near the magnetic wheel, or magnetised with a current

versal electro-magnet to gyrate. By both methods I obtained a 








continuous induced current of constant direction which upon the 


application of a compass exhibited a distinet intensity, even af~ 
ter having traversed cupric sulphate or water acidulated with

Although it appears that the second method is inconvenient, 
yet it is easy to replace the temporary magnet AFFB by @ permanent 
one, and then the magneto~electric machine which results will 
possess the advantage of giving induced currents, cumulative 
(sommata) and all of the same direction, without need of mechan~ 
ical appliances to separate them from other contrary ones, or to 
render their directicn common. 

And the present model well shows how the electroemagnetic is 
Opposed to the magnetdé~electric machine, since in the first the 
electric current circulating through thecoils E& introduced by 
the electrodes 1 the motion of the wheel and its m@chanical 
work is obtained, and in the second by the employment of mechani~ 
eal force to rotate the wheel there is obtained by means of a per~ 
Manént magnet a current which circulates throught the coils and 


goes to the eleetrodes 11’ in order to be applied to whatever it 


is desired to act upon.

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Resolved, That the ‘ Edison Electric Iluminating Company of New York’ be 
authorized and empowered to lay tubes, wires, conductors and insulators, and to erect 
lamp-posts within the lines of the strects apd avenues, parks and public places of ‘the 
City of New York, for conveying and using electricity or electrical currents for purposes 
of illumination, under the folowing terms, conditions and restrictions, viz. : 


1, The said company shall pay to the city the entire cost of restoring any street 
(filling in any excavation that shall be made, ramming down the earth so filled in, and 
carting away the surplus earth) and replacing any pavement or sidewalk which shalt 
have been disturbed by or for the purposes of the said company, and the said restoring 
and replacing shall be done by the Department of Public Works; and in all cases 
where the pavements or sidewalks are to be so disturbed a permit therefor shall be 
obtained from the Commissioner of Public Works, Before taking out any such 
permit the said company shall deposit with the Chamberlain of the city a sum of 
money sufficient, in the opinion of the said Commissioner, to defray the entire cost of 
restoring the street, and replacing the pavement or sidewalk so disturbed, and main- 
taining it in good order and condition for the period of one year; and ‘tlie certificate 
of the Commissioner of Public Works as to such estimated cost shall be final and 
conclusive, and the cost as thus certified shall be paid by the company, as above

The problems to be solved, in order that the accomplishment of the object might be 
effected, were two in number : first, that a method should be invented by which a great length 
of cable might be manufactured at once; and ‘secondly; that an insulating material should be 
found and applied in such a manner as to be less expensive than gutta-percha, ‘These difficul- 
ties are successfully surmounted in the process of Messrs, Berthoud and Borel, by means of 
which great lengths of cable may be manufactured very rapidly, and at a great saving in ex- 
pense over any ‘process previously in use. -A copper wire is wound in cotton ‘and bathed in 
parafin and rosin, the whole hermetically inclosed, in perfect contact and under pressure with- 

a lead envelope. ‘This is the new cable reduced to.its simplest expression. Cotton bathed 
in parafin and protected from moisture is an excellent insulator.. Experiments already made 
on an extensive scale, have proved that it may replace gutta-percha and india-rubber. More- 
over the new cable, being mechanically and speedily manufactured, and with cheaper insulating 
material, is naturally cheaper than the cables heretofore in use. 


At the recent French Exhibition at Paris, the Company. Jablokoff made use of these 
cables for sending the current to the electric candles and to the different motors in motion. 
15,000 metres of Berthoud-Borel cables conveyed power and light to different parts of the 
palace. 5,000 metres were laid by the same company for Jablokoff lights at the opera, 


The cable with many conductors has been placed i in sewers to connect the Ministry of 
Posts and Telegraphs with the Exhibition. Some kilometres too have been laid already i in 
sewers for telephonic purposes. New and extensive contracts have also been entered j into 
with the Parisian Telephone Company. 


The electro-static capacity of ehise tables being twice less than that of gutta-percha, 
they need twice less electricity to be charged. This would prove of great advantage i in sub- 
marine cables and also in long lines of underground cables.

Another originality of the new system is noteworthy. With the ordinary cables, to 
avoid as much as possible induction from ‘one wire to the other, each circuit must have one 
going and one returning wire.- With the Berthoud-Borel system the lead coating may be put 
on each wire, being insulated to be used as a returning wire. Lead is not-so strong a con- 
‘ductor as copper, but the section of lead being relatively considerable, what is lost in conducti- 

bility is gained. in diameter. This is naturally a great economical advantage.
